NOTES OF THE WEEK.

The General Elections which have just concluded in this country have 
formed the text for a leading article by M. Isidore Cahen, the Editor, in our 
Parisian contemporary, the Archives Israélites, which naturally discusses the 
subject from the Jewish point of view only. Our confrére makes a comparison 
between the English and French General Elections, greatly to the advantage of 
the former, especially in regard to the scrupulous respect paid to the liberty of 
conscience and to the equality of all creeds, and sums up his impressions in the 
following eulogistic views on the position held by the Jews in this country : 


5) The information we have already collected on this subject ha ad : 
ciently clear the position which our brethren ucross the Channel Senate be the 


country, the means of action of which they dispose, the respect of which the 

object, and the perfect agreement which they have eotebltahed between their Civil 
duties and the duties enjoyed by their faith ; they respect themselves and are 
respected by others, They have made of Judaism not a power—which would 
be as ridiculous as it would be dangerous—but an influence, a considerable element 
in the social body, a value which is not “ negligéable,” using the word in the sense 
nowadays applied to it. This is an important result, of which their coreligionists 
in other countries have the right, all of them, to be proud, and which they may 
invoke in the struggle against oppression, whether overt or disguised,” 


The English Elections also cause the Jewish Messenger of New York to draw 
a comparison, and point a moral, between the position of the Jews in England 
and the American Jews. It is indeed a remarkable fact that in the United States, 
with an estimated Jewish population of nearly half a million, there is not a single 
Jewish member of Congress ; whereas in England, with a total Jewish population 
much less than that of New York alone, no less than seven professing Jews have 
been elected members of the House of Commons. . [t must, however, be remem- 
bered that politics in America constitute a distinct “ profession,” and Jews in the 
mass are scarcely less respected because not any of their number care to devote 
their lives to “running the machine ” as they style it in the States. 


- At the expense of. the Russian Ministry of Finance, a comprehensive work 
consisting of about twenty printed sheets, is about to be published on the Jewish 
Question. This work, which is from the pen of the celebrated Russian publicist 
Gradowsky, will, we hear, be distinguished both for its completeness and for the 
impartiality displayed throughout by its author. The appearance of this important 
contribution to the literature of the complex Jewish Question in Russia will be 
hailed with considerable satisfaction by our coreligionists in that country, who 
naturally imagine that it will exercise a beneficial influence on those statesmen 
and politicians on whom the solution of the question devolves. The Jews in 
Russia desire neither favour nor indulgence; all they ask is Right and 
Justice. 


The approaching celebration of the centenary of the death of 
Moses Mendelssohn has let loose a flood of “Ana” respecting the 
illustrious philosopher. The following apocryphal story is given as 
a fair specimen illustrative both of his keen insight into human charac- 
ter, and of his strong sense of humour. Mendelssohn was accustomed 
daring his walks to pass through a neighbouring village, where he was generally 
greeted by the school children with a many-voiced ‘“‘ Hepp! Hepp!” On one 
occasion he was accompanied by a young Christian scholar, who did not appear to 
be altogether displeased at the incident. This did not escape the quick eye of 
‘Mendelssohn, who beckoned to several of the children, and on their approaching 
him, he handed to each a groschen and bade them repeat the cry of “ Hepp! Hepp !” 
whenever they saw him, as it always brought him good fortune. The children, 
nothing loth, agreed to his request. When, however, he next appeared among 
them accompanied by his friend, and distributed coins of still smaller value, their 
enthusiasm was suddenly and sensibly damped, and their usual greeting became 

- very faint. The third time, he passed them by without giving them anything. 
Instead of the “ Hepp! Hepp !” they made wry faces, and called out to him that 
he sbould no longer have good luck, as they would no more receive him with the 
customary cry. Henceforward Mendelssohn was permitted to enjoy his walks 
undisturbed by the insulting exclamation then levelled at the Jews. 


As the revival of the Eastern Question has brought out the fact 
that the flourishing city of Salonica is one of the brightest gems left 
to European Turkey, it is satisfactory to know that a considerable _por- 
tion of the industry and trade of this important town is in the 
hands of Jews. Twenty-five years ago the industry of Salonica was 
almost nil, now its exports alone reach a very high value. The only steam mill 
in the place belongs to the firm of Allatini Brothers, who also have a house in 
London. The same firm also possesses other factories. The first wool-spinning 
factory and the first distillery worked by steam are also owned by Jews. Other 
members of the same community likewise possess extensive factories for various 
useful branches of industry, while as to commerce and public functions, the Jews 
hold an equally prominent position, thanks to their advanced intellectual and edu- 
cational standard, in which they outstrip their coreligioniste in almost every other | 


cal Affairs for the Vilayet, of which Salonica is the capital, is a Jew, M. Kriger, 
who was at one time Secretary to the Governor of J erusalem, and whose dismissal 


about two years ago, through intrigues of American missionaries, aroused general 
indignation in Palestine. 


In the last part of the Observatory, Dr. Sophus Tromholt recalls a peculiar 
legend, apropos of the newly-discovered star in the nebula of the Andromeda. 
In the year 1851, there appeared in a Hungarian magazine a description 
of the nebula, and the author therein relates, that according to an old Jew- 
ish legend, the evil spirit Asriel appeared to King Saul and his sons before the 
battle of Gilboa, and showed them the star in the nebula. At the same time 
Asrie] predicted that whoever did not see it would fall in the approaching battle. 


Dr. Tromholt does not appear to have thrown any light on the origin of this 
legend. 


HEBREW AT THE LOCAL EXAMINATIONS. 


For some time a great desire has been expressed that Hebrew should be 
admitted as a subject at the various Local Examinations. Through the corres- 
pondence that has been shown us between Mrs. Louis Simmons and the Delegates 
of the Oxford Local Examinations, we learn that she has now succeeded in her 
earnest efforts, and that Hebrew will be admitted as a subject of examination 
provided that sufficient candidates present themselves. The number first men- 
tioned as a minimum by the Delegates was between 70. and 80; Mrs. Simmons 
has now succeeded in having this number reduced to 20. We think that 20 
Jewish candidates would present themselves for this examination, as Hebrew will 
give them marks which those of other faiths obtain by their proficiency in Reli- 
gious Knowledge. The admission of Hebrew as a subject for examination should 
be a great stimulus to the study of the language. 

We are requested to state that Mrs. Louis Simmons, 21, Ladbroke Gardens, 
will be happy to receive the names of those interested in the subject, and of 
those sending candidates for examination, with a view to giving the assurance 
required by the Delegates in the following letter : 

OXFORD LOCAL EXAMINATION, 
Clarendon Buildings, Broad Street, Oxford, 

Dear Madam,—lI find that the Delegates will be satisfied if they receive an 
assurance that Hebrew will be offered by 20 candidates in the Local Examination, 
I shall be obliged if you will inform me if this can be done. 

The question arises how the examination is to be arranged. There might bean 
examination corresponding to those in Greek, Latin, French, or German, or it might 
form part of the examination in Religious Knowledge—taking the place of the 
Greek Testament (as an alternative). 1 shall be glad to know what those who are 
interested in the movement would suggest.

THE MENDELSSOHN CENTENARY. 


A strong Committee has been formed in different parts of Germany for tha 
purpose of raising a fund wherewith to found, as already intimated by us, a 
memorial to Moses Mendelssohn at Dessau,where he was born. Among the sig- 
natories to the appeal for funds are : Professor Ebers, of Leipsic, Prof. Gneist, 
Prof. Virchow, and Prof. Lazarus, of Berlin, Dr. Von Forckenbeck, Chief Bur- 
gomaster of that city, Baron von Bleichréder, Baron M. von Cohn, Justizrath 
Makower, and Sanitiitsrath Dr. Kristeller. 


CHINA.—The number of foreign Jews residing at Shanghai has so largely in- 
creased of late years, that it became necessary to builda larger synagogue. This 
new synagogue, which is one of the architectural ornaments of the city, was conse- 
crated prior to the recent solemn festivals. 


Rome.—One of the principal Jewish gatherings in Italy was that held on the 8th. 
ult., on the occasion of the distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the Jews’ 
Infant School in that city. This school which is presided over by the Commander 
Giacomo Alatri, is acknowledged to hold the highest rank among institutions of the 
kind in Italy, and has frequently received most flattering encomiums from 
ministers and educationalists. The school receives subsidies of the total value of 
10,000 francs from the province of Rome, as well as from the Municipality of the city, 
and among the donations announced at the distribution, of prizes, was one of 500 
franos from the Minister of Public Instruction (who also granted the use of the hall 
in which the proceedings were held), and another of 300 francs from the Minister of 
the Interior. The income of the school last year amounted to 23,133 francs, and its 
expenditure to 22,629 francs, 


RITTER VON WERTHEIMER, the President of the Alliance Israéjite in Vienna, 
is engaged on a work in which he proposes to describe all the different instances of 
Jews having distinguished themselves as benefactors to Judaism, and as having 
rendered important services to their native countries. The author intimates that 
he will be glad to receive such information as will give completeness to his work. 


THE Laubhiitte, a German Jewish journal published at Regensburg, contained 
in one of its recent issues an admirable and life-like portrait of Baron Henry de 
Worms, M.P.

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 


The Monthly Meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday last at the 
offices of the Board, Devonshire Square. There were present: Mr, Alderman Isaacs, 
Vice-President, and subsequently Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., President, in the Chair ; 
Dr. M. Davis; Messrs. H. A, Abrahams, L. L, Alexander, D. Benjamin, Neville D. 
Cohen, Barrow Emanuel, L, A. Isaacs, L. Jacob, H, Landau, F. A. Lucas, A. Rosen- 
feld, Charles Samuel, Harry S. Samuel, S, Schloss, I, Seligman, A. M. Silber, A, E. 
Sydney, B. I. Van Staveren. 

In opening the proceedings, the Vice-PRESIDENT said : The first business on the 
Agenda is the notice of motion which I have had the temerity to place there, and 
which I will introduce with as much brevity as if our esteemed President had him- 
self been present, I have had the privilege of working with him for many years, 
and I know how sensitive he is with regard to anything that savours of flattery. I 
will merely make one observation and read one quotation, The observation is this. 
In the case of some elections, the only parties to be congratulated are the elected, 
In the instance under notice, congratulatiuns are equally due to the elected and the 
electors, and if there be any preponderance at all, itis in favour of the electors. The 
quotation emanates from a journalist (the Editor of the World) who is well-known 
to most of us here, and whose political opinions are not in accord with those of our 
President. The writer said: “ Mr. Cohen is a great acquisition to Parliament, for 
he is a man of vast influence, power, and of rare financial ability ; a man who can 
think, and say what he thinks; one who is entitled to be heard, and who will 
assuredly make his opinion felt whenever he sees fit to address the House.” This 
opinion will receive the unanimous assent of every one knowing and working with 
Mr. Cohen. (Cheers). I will now formally move my resolution which is as follows: 
“This Board congratulates its esteemed President, Lionel Louis Cohen, Esq , M.P., 
upon his election as a Member of the House of Commons ; and prays that he may be 
spared in health and strength, for many years, to exercise his distinguished abilities 
in the best interests of the nation.” (Loud cheers,) 

Mr. Francis L. Lucas, Treasurer, seconded the motion, He said that although 
he did not wish to trench upon political matters, it was nevertheless a fact that 
when Mr. Cohen's election became known, the congratulations of Liberals were 
almost as numerous as those of Conservatives. His election was but the first step 
towards increasing the high reputation he had already gained. 

The motion was then put to the vote and carried by acclamation. 

At a subsequent stage of the proceedings, Mr, Cohen, M.P., arrived, and having 
been informed of the resolution which had been passed, he said : I do not give to this 
or similar congratulations I have received the slightest touch of political signifi- 
cance, I regard it solely as a personal feeling on the part of those, with many of 
whom I have acted for the greater part of my life. It is a source of gratification to 
me to receive this mark of your appreciation. That my absence from the City and 
my attention to another quarter of this metropolis, will make any difference to the 
interest I take in the work of the Board, I do not in the least apprehend. Whether 
in Parliament or out of Parliament, any service I can render to the Board and to the 
poor, on whose behalf it acts, I will cheerfully render. (Cheers.) I am not surprised 
at this vote; I look upon it as being only the sequence to many kind attentions 
received from you during my long connection with the Board, which I hope may 
long continue to redound to the credit of the community. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman welcomed Mr, Henry Landau, a newly elected member, and a 
letter was read from Mr. M. Bamberger accepting the seat which had been offered 
him on the Board, 

The Board passed a cordial vote of thanks to Mr. David Benjamin for his gift of 
£100 to the Esther Benjamin Boot Fund, on the anniversary of his wife’s death. 

Authority was given to the Treasurer to invest the sum of £100, which had been 
bequeathed to the Board by the late Mrs. F. D. Goldsmid. 

The Treasurer brought up the financial statement and reported that although 
the position of the Board was a little more satisfactory, owing to the issuing of the 
President's winter appeal, it was still indebted, mainly to its Committees and to spe- 
cial funds under its administration, to the amount of £1,151, The appeal had up 
to that evening produced £720. 

_ The Board determined to continue the present arrangement of giving gratui- 
ties, amounting altogether to £80 a year, to six parochial medical officers. 

The meeting terminated with the customary compliment to the Chair. 


SOUP KITCHEN. 

The Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor, in Fashion Street, Spitalfields, was 
opened for the winter, on Monday evening. There was a numerous attendance of 
friends of the institution, including the Revs, Dr. H. Adler, S. M. Gollancz, J. A 
Gouldstein, R. Harris, S. J. Roco. I. Samuel, and B. Spiers; Mr. 8. Montagu. 
M.P,; Messrs. Sydney Boas, (Vice-President), M. Bosman, Barrent §. Ellis. 
M. Harris, D. Jameson (President), M. T. Lewy, L. E. Nathan (Treasurer), Uen ry 
Solomon, and M, Van ‘hal, Mrs. David Jamezon, and a number of ladies were 
likewise present, and assisted in the operations of the evening, Upwards of 400 

pplicants will again receive the benefit of the charity, and with the constant 
influx of destitute persons, including Russians and Poles, expelled from Germany 
it is anticipated that the demands on the Soup Kitchen will severely tax the limited 
funds which the Committee expect to have at their disposal. It is contemplated 
to extend the work of the institution by providing breakfasts or midday meals to 
poor perrons who will be required to pay one penny for each meal, The subject is 
now under the consideration of the Committee, and the plan has met with the 
approval of some leading philanthropists in the community. 

The proceedings on Monday evening were an innovation on those of previous 
opening nights, inasmuch as some formal speeches were made. 

Mr. SAMUEL MontTAGu, M.P., addressing the crowd of applicants, expressed his 
pleasure at visiting the Soup Kitchen, because as member of Parliament for the 
district he was bound to take special interest in local institutions, The charity 
had a great claim on the community, because it gave direct and immediate help to 
the poor, In Whitechapel, there was an ever increasing congregation -of foreign 

or, the means for dispersing whom were not sufficient to deal with the constant 
increase. Mr. Montagu concluded with a few earnest words of advice to poor 
foreign Jews as to the friendly relations which should exist between them and their

ALSACE-LORRAINE.—At the recent reception held by Prince von Hohenlohe, 
the new Governor-General of Alsace-Lorraine, his Highness assured the Grand 
Rabbi of Strasbourg (who had reminded him that his predecessor strongly set 
his face against the anti-Semitic agitation), that there need be no fear of anti- 
Semitism, which could only be imported from the East, being in any way tolerated 
in the provinces under his charge. 


A HEBREW ILLUSTRATED JOURNAL,—The first number of the J/amitzpah, the 
Hebrew illustrated journal edited at St. Petersburg by M. Zederbaum, the veteran 
Editor of the Hebrew //amelitz, has lately seen the light. This number is especially 
interesting to English Jews, inasmuch as it contains portraits of Lord Rothschild 
and the late Sir Moses Montefiore, together with a sketch of East Cliff Lodge. The 
letterpress, judging by a synopsis of the contents, appears to be of an interesting 
character, and includes papers by prominent Jewish writers in Russia, amongst 
them being Dr. Harkavy. 


ALEPPO,—A pleasing instance of the cordiality which exists among the fol- 
lowers of the different creeds inhabiting Aleppo (Syria), was lately witnessed there 
on the occasion of the marriage of adaughter of Djemil Pasha, the Governor-General. 
His Excellency invited to the banquet the Mahomedan Mufti, the Armenian, Greek,

THE WAR IN THE EAST. 


— 


On the 2nd inst., Prince Alexander of Bulgaria bestowed at Pirot a special 
mark of attention on the Jewish battalion which had been raised by various Jewish 
communities in the Principality. With his own hands, the Prince pinned on the 
breast of the Commander of the battalion, Lieutenant Misrachi, the Gold Medal 
for Valour, and he addressed the remnants of the legion in the following terms : 
Your fallen heroic comrades have shown that they were worthy descendants of 
the Maccabees, and you yourselves proved at the battles of Slivnitza, Dragoman, 
and Pirot that, in bravery and love for the fatherland, you are in no way inferior 
to the regular Bulgarian Army. 

The battalion, which originally was 500 strong, lost one-fourth of its number 
before Slivnitza ; in the other battles 85 men fell, so that, exclusive of sick and 
wounded, it now consists of but half 250 men. 


The patriotic fervour which has manifested itself among Jews in 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Eastern Roumelia, and Servia since the outbreak of the present 
complications in the East, is shared to an equal degree by their coreligionists in 
Greece, E:specia)ly significant is the attitude of the Jews in Larissa, the capital of 
Thessaly, which has only been under the rule of Greece since the last four or five 
years. An appeal having been made for recruits, every Jew fit for active service 


without exception, repaired to the Council House, and begged to be enrolled as 
a volunteer, 


THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


The expulsions of Jewish journalists from Roumania have, weare glad to 
perceive, been condemned in the strongest terms by the most enlightened journals 
in Bucharest, that is to say, those which are not tainted with the intolerant sen- 
timents of the falsely called “ liberal” Government presided over by M. Bratiano. 
Especially emphatic in their denunciations are the Lupta, edited by M. Panu, a 
former subordinate member of M. Bratiano’s Ministry, and the Jndépendance 
Roumaine, which generally reflects the views of M. Cogalniceano, ex-Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Ia addition to various articles, the Indépendance hus published 
a speech delivered on the subject of the expulsions by M. Cogalniceano, who 
declared that he would never accept or support the penalty of exile or expulsion 
of fellow Roumanians, or of those born in the country. The most singular fact 
connected with these expulsions, we may add, is that journalists of foreign 
nationality, the real aliens affected by the decree, were permitted to remain 
in the country in consequence of the action taken by their Consuls, whilst the 
decree was put into force against the Jews born in the country, who were ex- 
pelled as aliens. 

The Lupta, referring to the individuality of the exiles, observes: “In the 
list of the proscribed we were struck especially by one name, that of Dr. Moses 
Gaster. The entire k:arned world knows what researches he has made into our 
language, our history, our ancient literature. This young man is one of the rare 
laborious savants in this country who occupied himself with the past of our 
nation.” Dr. Gaster is now in London, where he is engaged in the pursuit of his 
literary labours. 

Besides the protests of the leading opposition journals, the Press Association 
at Bucharest held aspecial meeting at which the proceedings of the Government 
were vigourously denounced. oh 

Several of the ministerial journals are demanding fresh restrictive measures 
against the Jews. The Telegraful, for instance, urges the modification of Article 
10 of the Rural Polico Law, so as to forbid the settlement of strangers (7 c., 
Jews) in villages even with the sanction of the Municipal Councils. The Gov- 
ernment also intends to take intoits own hands the monopoly of the village inns, 
without letting them by auction, so as to be enabled to omit the Jews. 

About 50 Jewish familics from Moldavia have been sent by the Emigration 
Committee at Galatz to Cyprus, in order to found a colony there. From the 
experience which the Russo-Jewish colony had of the same island, we regret 
that the Committee at Galatz were so ill-advised as to organise an expedition 
which is predestined to end in failure. 


Jewisu Souprers.—A General Order has been promulgated by the Field- 
Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, in which his Royal Highness directs that, when the 
exigencies of the service permit, facilities are to be given to all J ewish sold iers who 
may be desirous of observing the undermentioned festivals : The Feast of Passover, 
from Tuesday, April 20, to the following Tuesday, work being prohibited on the 
first and last two days ; the Feast of Pentecost, Wednesday and Thursday, June 9 and 
10; Feast of the New Year, Thursday, Sept, 30, and Iriday, Oct. 1 ; Day of Atone- 
ment, Saturday, Oct. 9; and Feast of Tabernacles, Thursday, Oct. 14, till Friday, 
Oct, 22, work being prohibited on the first and last two days.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
ST. PETERSBURG, 12TH OcT., 1885. 

From a well-informed source I have learnt that the Kleinburger Administra- 
tion in this city has received orders not to admit Jews in future, even when they 
possess the necessary rights, A singu’ar command has been given to the Merchants’ 
Corporation, which will henceforth decline to grant 2nd class certificates even to 
such Jews as are entitled to them, These commands affect Jewish soldiers and their 
children, who have hitherto en joyed the right of residence in any part of the country, 
the capital not even excepted ; but according to a circular issaed by the Chief of 
Police, they will only be permitted to dwell in St. Petersburg, provided that they 
have been admitted into either of the two bodies which I have already named, It 
will readily be imagined that in view of this restriction, a number of Jewish soldiers 
belonging to this category—those of the new class are altogether excluded from the 
privilege just referred to—have applied to be inscribed in the Kleinburger or Mer. 
chants’ Corporations, but it is barely necessary for me to state that the applications 
were rejected, one and all. There are in St, Petersburg no less than 1,000 families 
of Jewish soldiers ; many of them have already been expelled, and the remainder 
are in daily expectation of a similar fate. Our religious community, which during 
the last few years has been greatly weakened in consequence of the wholesale ex- 
pulsions that have been carried on without interruption, is threatened with com- 
plete collapse should the many hundreds of soldiers’ families be obliged to leave Ste 
Petersburg. { hear that these soldiers have rendered themselves liable to impeach- 
ment, God alone knows what the result would be, should they be brought to trial 
for crimes which they have not committed. 

The Pahlen Commission, contrary to what we have been led to expect, continues 
inactive. Indeed, it has not resumed its sittings during the present year, and Count 
Pahlen himself has not returned from his authorised foreign travels. You will 
thus perceive that the reports uf the anti-Jewish press concerning the activity of 
the Commission were nothing more than mancauvres, the object of which we know 
but too well, , 

On the part of the Governor-General of Kiew, energetic measures have been 
adopted to prevent the ‘Chassidim Zadikim " from leaving the places where they 
reside, so that they shall no longer be able to deceive illiterate and superstitious 
congregations, as they were wont to do during their journeys, by means of their 
charlatanry. 

Among the fifteen Jewish students at the Imperial Academy of Arts in this 
city, the following have received awards ; M. Ginzburg, small gold medal; M. P. 
Geller, large silver medal; M. M. Maunon, large and small silver medals; Mdlle. M, 
Dijlon, two small silver medals; M. I. Pen, silver medal ; and M. M. Tofe, Diploma 
of Honour. During the whole of this year but one Jew has been admitted into the 
Academy, he having been fortunate enough to possess the right of residence in St, 
Petersburg ; all the other applicants were refused on the strength of new measures 
affecting the residence of Jews. ' 

The, at the time much spoken of, “ Jewish-Christian "’ community. founded by 
Joseph Rabbinowitz of Kischineff, in which the Zimes evinced considerable interest, 
has once more thrust itself into public notice, although this body has no longer 
anything in common with Judaism, its members having been converted to Christ- 
ianity. Rabbinowitz desires to have a separate burial ground for his handful of 
followers, and with this object he made an application to the Governor of the dis- 
trict. This functionary referred the matter to the Municipal Council. This body 
elicited the following facts. The sect consists of no more than five members, who, 
it seems, were anxious that their dead should be interred in the Jewish cemetery— 
a wish which, when formally expressed, naturally met with a refusal from the 
Jewish community. A similar application to the Christian community met with 
the same fate. The Municipal Council determined, therefore, to place 200 roubles 
at the disposal of Rabbinowitz and his community for the acquisition of a cemetery. 

The Director of the Elementary Schools at Piratim lately received instructions 
that all the Jewish pupils in the schools under his charge should be required to 
attend on Saturdays, and that those who contravened this order should be expelled. 
The result has been a voluntary exodus of Jewish scholars from the Public Schools, 
andtheir transfer to the Chedarim. In Warsaw where,as you have been informed, the 
authorities ordered the closing of the Chedarim which were notoriously unfit on sani- 
tary and other grounds for their purpose. 320 such institutions (out of a total of 
$90) have already been closed. In their place 178 new Chedarim have been opened 
with an attendance of 4,282 pupils. Besides these, there exist a number of secret 
Chedarim, of which this week alone seven were discovered. 

Dr. Kantor (editor of the defunct Russky Jewrei), has obtained permission to 
publish a daily Hebrew newspaper under the name of //ayom (“ The Day”).

WinniPeG,—An appeal has been issued by the Trustees and Officers of the 
Congregation “ Sons of Israel,” in the. City of Winnipeg, Province of Manitoba, 
Canada, inaid of erecting asynagoguein thatcity. There are nowin Winnipeg and the 
North West Territories, about four hundred souls. The greater part of these people 
are Russian emigrants, sent to Canada without means and in an almost destitute 
condition, and who atthe present time can barely supply the necessaries of life to 
their families, let alone contribute towards the erection of a building in which they 
can join in worshipping the God of their fathers, At present, services are temporarily 
held in a hired room, in the centra of the business portion of the city, but the 
situation is found very inconvenient not only for worshipping on the usual days, 
but particularly on Festivals. There isno Synagogue or place of worship either in 
Manitoba or the North West Territorics. | 

JEWISH WORKING MEN’s CLUB.—On Sunday evening Inst an interesting debate 
was opened with an able address by Mr. Lionel L. Alexauder, who moved the following 
resolution: “ That for the effectual administration of our Criminal Law, and the proper 

rotection of our people, it is desirable to retain both our present system of Capital 
Panishment, and the required unanimity in juries ; but that the employment of juries 
in Civil cases should to a considerable extent be reinced.’ The oppcsition was opened 
by Mr. Joseph EK. Blank and continued by Mess s. Lazaras Bowman, Jacob Karet, and 
Nath niel Posner, while Mr. Chailes Biias spoke in favour of the resolution, ‘Tho vote 
was taken under three heads, 40 voting in favour of the retention of Capital Punishment 
and 33against. The other parts of the resvluiion were carried with only a few dissen- 
tients.

MUSIC IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 


Two letters which we printed last week have revived once more the old and 
much vexed question as to the introduction of the Organ into the Syna- 
gogue. Both correspondents take the affirmative side, and they have stated 
their case with equal force and moderation. How far their views accord 
with those of English Jews in general it would not be easy to say. Since 
the introduction of the Organ into the Synagogues of the ‘“ Reformed” 
section of the community, more than forty years ago, communal opinion has 
not exhibited much advance in regard to this question. Those synagogues 
are still the only Jewish places of worship in England in which instrumental 
music constitutes a regular adjunct to the Service ; and, with the exception 
of an abortive attempt by one or two orthodox congregations in the Pro- 
vinces, no effort has been made to imitate the ‘* Reform” practice in this 
particular. It would not be safe, however, to conclude that the communal 
mind has remained passive as regards this question during the last half 
century. 
be affirmed. At one time the idea of instrumental music being performed 
in a synagogne would have been received with the utmost aversion by ortho- 
dox people. But now it has become the settled fashion, when a synagogue 
is consecrated, to call in the aid of instrumental music in order to heighten 
the impressiveness of the Service. To be sure it is not an organ, but a 
harmonium, which 1s used on such occasions. But the choice of the instru- 
ment may fairly be said to be dictated not so much by religious considera- 
tions as by a regard for convenience. Indeed, whatever objections may be 
urged against the more pretentious instrument on religious grounds will 
hold equally good as against its humbler fellow. The use of the harmonium 
in Consecration-services may be taken to show that orthodox opinion has 
no longer anything to urge against the abstract notion of employing instru- 
mental music in the Synagogue, and that its importance as a means of 


increasing the impressiveness of Divine Worship is now almost generally 


recognised. 
A wide interval, however, intervenes between theory and practice with 


respect to this question, Despite the all but total disappearance of the old- | 


If small indications are to be trusted, the contrary must rather. 


fashioned prejudice against the use of instrumental music in the Service, 
and the almost universal recognition of its valuable influence on devotional 
feeling, the fact remains that, except on special occasions, it is still rigidly 
banished from the Synagogue. The principal reason for the circumstance is 
to be found in the difficulty arising out of the Rabbinical laws respecting 
the Sabbath. According to the Rabbins, to play on a musical instrument on 
the Sabbath is forbidden. The grounds of the prohibition are well known, 
and by many persons will be considered to be slender enough. Especially 
they will ask whether a law which is not strictly Scriptural, and which rests 
on so slight a foundation, ought to be maintained when its violation, by 
almost common consent would help so powerfully to awaken those religious 
emotions which it is the peculiar object of the Sabbath to arouse. The 
Day of Rest, it will be urged, is intended to lift the worldly toiler out of 
his lower self, and to place him in communion with the Highest. It is to 
faite him in meditation arf in prayer above the thoughts and aspirations 
that dominate him during the week, and help him to taste those spiritual 
delights which never pall, or disappoint. What aid more powerful can be 
invoked to effect this than the solemn roll of the Organ? Why, then, it 
will be asked, should not such help be used in the interests of Religion, 
instead of being rejected in Religion’s name? It must be confessed that 
the question is a pertinent one, which it would not be easy to answer. It is 
certainly one well worthy of consideration. . We are not in favour of rash 
innovations. Suggested changes must prove that they are in harmony with 
general feeling, and are not merely the whims of a few extreme minds, 
before they can have a claim to be adopted. But, on the other hand, they 
must be considered patiently and attentively, and are not to be hastily dis- 
missed because they are new. It must never be forgotten that the world of 
thought no more stands still than does the physical world, and that the 
ideas and needs of this generation are not those of its immediate prede- 
cessor, and certainly not those of generations long past. Every age begets 
new spiritual wants, and those wants must be taken into account if the 
cause of Religion is not to be injured in the hope of promoting it. The 
Synagogue is the centre of Jewish life, and therefore the problem how to 
make its Services attractive, and, above all, to draw to it the feet and the 
hearts of the young, is one of the greatest moment. Without, then, pre- 
judging the question, or attempting to lay down dogmatically the course 
that ought to be pursued with regard to it, we affirm that such demands as 


those that were put forth in our columns last week by earnest’correspondents 
are at least deserving of attentive thought. 


A suggestion made by one of the writers might, ina modified form, be 
easily and safely adopted. The experiment might be tried of instituting a 
short musical service every afternoon at the ‘ Cathedral” Synagogue in 
Duke’s Place for the benefit more particularly of City men. We should 
thereby, it is true, be taking a leaf out of our neighbours’ book, but that is 
no argument against the proposal. For the organ, as_ proposed by 
“ Zamran,” a harmonium might be substituted, for the sake of convenience, 
True, the expedient might not answer, owing to the paucity of worshippers. 
But then the blame would rest with those who, having the means of ob- 
taining spiritual refreshment offered them, disdained to use them. Reverting, 
however, to the general question of the regular employment of instrumental 
music in the synagogne, we may point out that the innovation would go far 
to atone for the glaring defects of the choirs. By traditions and reputation 
we are the most musical people in the world ; and yet the singing in the 
majority of London Synagogues is abominable. The United Synagogue 
pays nearly £2,000 annually in order to give its constituents the luxury of 
choral singing. An enormous amount of trouble and thought are expended 
in the training of the singers and in the composition and choice of the 
music. And the results of all this outlay of money and this wear and tear 
of mental fibre, are too often such as the worshippers at the smallest Bethel 
would be ashamed of. Instead of being impressed and uplifted, the wor- 
shipper has his teeth set on edge by false notes and want of harmony. But 
there is no need to revive sensations which are too familiar to most of us. 
The evil is admitted ; but what is the remedy ? 


There can be no question that the material of which 
the average choir is composed is unsatisfactory, It is useless to 
deny that the voices are not good. The choir must be sup- 
plemented by the congregation. But if the congregation are to sing 
decently, the music must be within the range of ordinary powers, 
and some arrangements must be made by which the larger choir formed by 
the congregation may gain precision by practising together. The first 
requirement, then, is congregational music—simple, yet tuneful, such as 
one hears in church or chapel, and as the late J. L. Momsaca used to write 
in his happiest moments. Compositions in the operatic vein, cantatas in 


miniature, excerpts from oratorios, must be sternly tabooed, and there ought 
to be an autocratic Committee changed with the special duty of sternly . 
An occasional anthem may be allowed, but only on high 


tabooing them, 
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days and holidays, and as a concession to the choir-master. Tor eer 
purposes all the choral music should be such as every man, woman, an 

child can sing, and sing well. In the next place a large psalmody class» 
consisting of the best voices among the youths and, if possible, the adults of 
the congregation should be formed to practice withthe choir. The members 
of the class would not wear trencher caps, or birettas, or sit on the 
Almemmar. They would be indistinguishable from the rest of the congre- 
gation ; but they would be of immense service in encouraging their fellow- 
congregants to join in the singing and to sing in time and tune. In a word 
what is wanted is not choral singing, but congregational singing ; and the 
system must be altered to provide it. There is not the slightest reason why 
Synagogue-music should, on the whole, be the worst music to be heard in 
any place of worship. It is a great reproach to men who pride themselves 
on their love of the most beautiful of the arts and on their administrative 
capacity that it should be so. If things are to go on as they are, then we 
frankly declare that it would be a less evil if there were no choir at all. We 
should save our money, and spare our feelings. Men go to the House of Prayer 
to worship, not to be tortured, or put out of temper, or made to smile by 
unintentional comicalities. If these things cannot be avoided save by th® 
disestablishment of the choir, we unhesitatingly vote for disestablishment, 


THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


— 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


TANGIER, 26TH Nov., 1885. 


The Foreign Office documents relating to the Demnat Jews, which were pub- 
lished in your issue of the 30th October, will satisfy the most incredulous that Sir 
John Drummond Hay’s former impressions that this unfortunate community’s woes 
hed been exaggerated, and its claims for justice somewhat too exacting, have been 
entirely obliterated. AsI had already informed you, at the time when the last despatch 
was sent to the Vizier, that Sir John’s energetic attitude left nothing to be de- 
sired, there is no further necessity to dwell upon the subject. But on no considera- 
tion can the series of wrongs enumerated be consideredfat an end. Letters received 
by others besides myself still complain of greater persecutions than ever, on account 
of the divided jurisdiction at Demnat, where the Moorish population still remains 
under the governorship of the tyrant Hadj Gillali, whose reported death was only 
acanard circulated in order to allay for a time public indignation which was 
reaching a pitch such as compelled the Government to resort to extreme measures. 
In order that your readers may better understand the difficulties presented by the 
system of divided jurisdiction, I will state two examples, If the Jew be the de- 
fendant in any issue, the Mahomedan finds in his Governor, Hadj Gellali, a staunch 
supporter, and evidence is so arranged as to render it imperative for the other 
Governor to decide against the Jew, who finds it impossible to get Mahomedans, the 
only witnesses whom the law admits, to depose in his favour, they being too much 
afraid of their Governor’s vengeance. On the other hand, if the Jew is plaintiff , his 
case is dealt with by Hadj Gillali, under whose jurisdiction the defendants are 
placed, and it is not difficult to premise the probable results of the case. All these 
facts have been laid before various foreign representatives by a special deputation 
which isetill at Tangier, It is earnestly desired that the Anglo-Jewish Association 
should continue to keep this matter under the notice of Her Majesty’s Government, 
as, if it were dropped in the present state, still more serious harm is likely to ensue 
than was the case before, for it is not in Roumania only that functionaries seek 
vengeance on Jews who appeal co foreign powers for redress. 


From Morocco city we receive heartrending news, The Sultan entered that 
capital on a Saturday, and the Jewish deputation that went out to mect him with 
banners and music, beheld with dread a long string of prisoners chained together 
with iron collars round their necks through which a chain was rivetted ; among 
these was a Jew, well known asthe Ilazan, or Ecclesiastical Leader of a small 
hamlet near the “ Zaouia’’ of Sidi Rabal. This unfortunate man’s name is Hazen 
Meycr Tamalaht. Upon inquiry it was found that this man had been robbed of a 
large sum of money ; he applied to the Sultan for redress, and His Majesty having 
told him to lay his complaint before one of the Viziers, the Jew exclaimed that 
what little he had left was all given away in bribes to functionaries, and that he 
had no means to satisfy the Vizier’s exaction. The Sultan said the case must pro- 
ceed through the ordinary channel, and as the Jew was turned away, the Vizier 
had him chained and made prisoner. Soon after his arrival at Morocco, the poor 
man was flogged until he became insensible. Ile now remains in a prison, 


An aged Jew of the same district was called upon by his Governor to pay a 
large sum of money, and as he demurred, the Governor Leglaoui ordered that he 
should be hanged by the feet and a pack of hounds let loose on him three or four 


timesa day. The unfortunate man begged his friends to sell all he had and bring 
the proceeds to the Governor. 


Through the intercession of Mr, Harrar, who acts as sub-correspondent in 
Morocco city for the American Board of Delegates, many misfortunes have been 
averted in that town and suburbs ; but unfortunately his influence does not extend 
beyond a narrow limit, and much is yet required to put a stop to the ecruelties of 
greedy functionaries in the interior towns. Much of this is due to the apathy of 
influential Jews whoin their fear for their lives pay little heed to the welfare of 
their brethren. 

The Jewish Schools in Tangier are at last resuming work. Since the late 
Director, Mr. Matalon, left, the French branches were completely neglected, until 
now that the Alliance has sent Mr. Benzaquen and Mr, Albert Israelto take charge 
of theschool pending the new Director’s arrival. The Girls’ School will soon be 
reopened under the able management of Madame Israel, whose reputation as Malle. 
Reinhardt became a household word in this town. 


Mrs. Corcos’s School at Mogador is making most brilliant progress, Most satis- 
factory reports have been sent by the Consular officers of all nations who visited 


the Girls’ School, attesting to the incredible results of the few months’ work, : It. ig,

| hoped that Mrs, Corcos will receive the encouragement she deserves at the hands of 
our educational bodies in Europe. 

We shall not have to wait very long, I fear, for a renewal of the struggles of 
1876 to 1880, respecting the protection of the Sultan’s subjects by foreign powers ; 
this time the struggle will be harder than ever, as many of those who formerly ad- 

yocated the system of protection have had cause to recant owing to the abuses com- 
mitted by their protégés. It will therefore be most fortunate if Sir John Hay's 
policy of general protection, instead of partial privileges, be again proposed, with 
something like a guarantee that its conditions will be fulfilled by the Moorish 
Government. 


PARIS. 


A correspondent writes to us from Paris: On Friday, the 4th inst., the Portu- 
guese Temple in the Rue Buffault was en féte, not alone on account of Hanucah, 
but also for the solemn reception of M. Elias L. Maduro, Consul-General for Costa 
Rica, aud M. Abraham Carvalho, who have been elected members of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the Temple. The service in the synagogue was of a special 
character and consisted chiefly of the chanting of additional hymns and p:alms, 
Besides a procession, headed by the venerable President, M. Abraham Cohen, a fea- 


| ture of the proceedings, unknown in English congregations, was the reading, by 


the Secretary. of the Consistorial Decree appointing the two gentlemen just named. 

The Société des Etudes Juives (Society for Promoting a Knowledge of Hebrew 
Literature) announced its annual meeting to be held yesterday evening. In addi- 
tion to the usual business transacted at mectings of this kind, a paper was read by 
M. Adolphe Franck, Member of the Institute and Professor at the College of France, 
on “The Original Sin, and Women in the recital of Genesis.” M, J. Derenbourg, also 
Member of the Institute, is the President of the Society, and among the members 
of the Committee, whose term of office has expired, and who offer themselves for 
re-election, we find the well-known names of Arséne Darmesteter, Isidore 
Loeb, Jules Oppert, Theodore Reinach, and Baron Alphonse de Rothschild. 


Tue LATE Mk, DAVID LEwIs.—On Sabbath last, at the Dover Synagogue, the Rev. I 
Barnstein delivered a sermon devoted to the death of Mr. Lewis, of Liverpool. In the 
course of the address special reference was made to the generous benefactions of 
the deceased. With regard to his connection with Dover, the preacher said: The 
late Mr. Lewis was a warm supporter of this congregation. In the year 1865 he 
became a member of our community. Soon afterwards he was unanimously 
appointed to be a member of the Committee to make the necessary arrangements to 
obtain the ground at Copt Hill on the best terms fora burial-ground. At the Subscrip- 
tion raised for the purpose of acquiring the ground, and otber expenses, he headed the 
list with £25, He was the chief promoter of the resolution that two scrolls of the 
law and a handsomesilver pointer, which originally belonged to his father-in-law, 
the late Rev. R. I, Cohen, should remain permanently for the use of this congrega- 
tion. It was he who presented this congregation with a perpetual lampin sacred 
memory of his reverend father-in-law, which lamp has ever since been kept burning 
day and night at his expense.—At a special meeting of the Dover congregation on 
Sunday, a vote of condolence to the family of Mr, Lewis was proposed by Mr. H, 
Polak, President, seconded by Mr, Alderman H. Hart, and carried unanimously. 


ADOLPHE CREMIEUX'S AUTOGRAPHS.—The Parisian publisher Hetzel has pub- 
lished the printed autographs of the collection of the late M. Adolphe Crémieux. 


‘There are in the volume letters from Auber, Dumas, Hugo, Rossini, Talma, Thiers, 


and others. But the moss interesting are private letters from Rachel, dated from 
London, during her first stay there, in 1841. We have already referred to these 
letters, concerning which the Zimes correspondent in Paris writes: I will not take 


- away their freshness by giving extracts. They will probably be translated. They 


are really picturesque, for they contain the enthusiastic expression of Rachel's 
appreciation of her reception, her visit to the Queen at Windsor, and the leading 
personages that she met. Itis also shown how Rachel, distrusting her own style 
and spelling, had all replies written by M. Crémieux, the members of whose family 
were devoted to her until her conduct forced them to put a stop to the intimacy. 


This curious volume throws quite a new light on the career of the great French 
actress. 


Herr T1szA.—Herr Koloman Tisza, the Prime Minister of Hungary, has lately 
celebrated the completion of ten years’ uninterrupted direction of the political 
affairs of his country. The wide popularity which his Excellency has gained was 
more than ever pronounced on the day of the celebration, and by no section of the 
population was he more heartily congratulated than by the Jews, who have had 
repeated proofs that so long as Herr Tisza remains at the helm their religious and 
social position will not be jeopardised. The gratitude of the Jewish community 
found expression in the addresses presented to the Premier by their deputations, the 
principal one being that headed by the Chief Rabbi, the President of the Jewish 
Chancellery for Hungary, and the six Jewish members of the Hungarian Chamber 
of Deputies. The Primes Minister assured the several representatives of the Jews 
that he would ever continue to have their interests at heart, and that in his eyes 


there was no distinction between citizen and citizen, whatsoever be the creed of 
each,

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THE JEWS IN ENGLAND FROM 1182 TO 1294. | 


BY DR. MOISE SCHWAB. 

. The Public Record Office in London has centralised all Charters and Rolls 
which were preserved in the Tower of London, and date back to the most ancicnt 
periods of English History. This Office issues every year a detailed report on 
and its indices. The last Report of the Deputy 
pte ueen Vic oria, is the 45th that has appeared and relates to 

management for the year 1884. Thanks to the published tables, it is easy to 
trace the documents, chronologically arranged and written in every language, 
even in Hebrew, which refer to the Jews and are known as the Jews’ Rolls, 
rang ae tables it appears that the Jews in England, before the end of the 

century, and during nearly the whole of the 13th century, that is to say 
from 1182 until 1295, left a large number of manuscript documents, relating to 
every kind of transaction and contracts, cither between themselves, or with non. 
Jews, which may serve as the means for reconstructing their history in its 
minutest details of usages, manners, nomenclature, &e. We know of no other 
instance in which so large a collection is given of unpublished materials concerning 
a remote epoch and for a comparatively limited interval of time—a little more than 
one hundred years. They deal, in turn, with the cities of London, Lincoln, York 
and Oxford, and with the county of Kent. | ; 

Although these ‘documents were vaguely known to some historians, they 
re: not profited by their Knowledge, owing to the want of a precisg 
signation and a clear classification. This framework we propose to indicate 
in the present articles ; when it shall have becn established and when access to 
its contents shall have been rendered possible, it will be easy to complete no 
alone G rhoin his “ Geschic ien”’ ii 

raetz, whoin his “Geschichte, der Juden” (vol. vii. pp. 205-12 and 
note xi.), contented himself with a meagre abridgement, devoted to this vast sub- 
ject, but also the three specialists who preceded him, viz. : 1, Tovey, “ Anglia 
Judaica,”’a work of the eighteenth century, naturally written without the modern 
method of historical criticism and investigation of sources ; 2, the analogous 
work by Elijah Blunt, dating about 50 years ago; 3, that of a converted Jew 
: The History of the Jews in England,” a work written about 30 years ago 
with the object of aiding the work of conversion; a little later on, the author 
who had thus sought to bring over to his side his former coreligionists, addressed 
to them a brochure, entitled “ Vestiges of the Jews in East Anglia.” 

The original sources in question may be divided into three classes: . 

A At the British Museum there are two documents which enter into our list, 
viz., Nos. 1250 and 1251 of the Additional Manuscripts. No. 1250 is the oldest: 
and is dated 1182. In August 1874, in the journal which he then edited, Mr, 
M. D. Davis publish this first text which is bilingual (Hebrew and Latin) and 
contains a Contract, "Hy. A short time previously, Mr. Davis had published 
through the same medium, a sinall analogous text, undated, but probably of the 
year 1213, in the reign of John Lackland (No. 1251 of the MSS. above cited) 
as algo two others selected from Series B (see below), both in Hebrew only, of 
which one is likewise undated (between 1233 and 1248), and the other is dated 
1252. 

B. The Public Record Office contains for the purposes of our history : 1, 39 
Latin rolls (some of them containing several rolls on the same picce) ; 2. 
Contracts, Stars, to the number of 13, in Hebrew. « The latin texts comprise five 
reigns, those of Henry II., Richard. Coeur-de-Lion, John, Henry III., and 
Edward I. 

co. At Westminster Abbey, which in the 13th century (and doubtless com- 
mencing with the reign of Richard Coeur-de-Lion), was the seat of special juris. 
diction for the Jews, are preserved from 150 to 200 contracts, unknown evento Arch_ 
deacon Farrar, who is an excellent Hebraist. That this large number of documents 
should be concentrated there is explained by the circumstance that Westminster 
Abbey .alone was not included in the centralisation which was effected between 
30 and 40 years ago to the advantage of the Public Record Office. The Abbey 
hag retained its library and archives. 

We cannot better indicate the importance on every ground of these texts 
than by invoking the testimony of the men most competent to give an opinion 
on this subject :-— 


“Tn the documents illustrative of English history in the 13th and 11th centuries 
selected from therecords of the department of the Queen’s Remembrancer of the 
Exchequer, and edited by H. Cole (London, 1844, fol.), pages 285-332 are devoted to 
the Jews, and before the publication of these documents the editor says (Preface, p. x). 
‘The roll of pleadings before the justice of the Jews, 3 and 4 of Iienry IIL., is the 
earliest specimen of this class of documents at present known, being the first of a 
series of about 46 similar rolls, extending to the fourteenth year of the reign of 
Edward I., soon after which time the distinct exchequer of the Jews was terminated 
by the expulsion of the Jews from England.’’’ [Fadera, Vol I., pars 2, p.736 }. 

“Tt is a fact worthy of observation that Madox in his chapter on the Exchequer 
of the Jews, though he enters fully on the jurisprudence of Judaism, does not 
appear, in any instance , to have derive his information from the Placita, or once 
to notice them. Considering his patient ard laborious minuteness, it cannot be 
thought that he would wittingly have neglected them, and the conclusion is hardly 
s,voidable that their existence was unknown to him, or, that if known, access to them 
was impracticable. The latter hypothesis would lead us to infer that even as early 
as the date of the publication of Madox’s “ History of the Exchequer” (A. 1708), 
these rolls must have formed part of some unarranged documents in the Queen's 
Remembrancer’s Department, The discovery (if such a word may be used) of these 
documents will be found to throw considerable additional light upon what has been 
already collected by Madox on this subject. The frequent alterations and emenda- 
tions which occur in these rolls, no less than the varieties in the handwritings, 
make it appear probable that a great portion of the entries must have been com- 
piled during the sittings of the Courts.” 


-~ We are somewhat astonished that Mr. Cole did not speak in this place of one 
of his predecessors, who in an earlier publication, had already called attention to 
a roll, not less interesting on account of its date, than of the nature of its 
contents. 

In his edition of the “ Rotuli litterarum patentium in Turri Londinensj 
asservati,”vol 1, part 1, Tannabo MCCI., ad annum MCCXVI. (London, 1835, fol.) 
Introdaction, p. xvii., the late Sir T, Duffus Hardy said : 


“ The Jews. If John had teen accused of many acts of extortion and cruelty | 


towards this oppressed, and at that time, generally despised race, it nevertheless 
appears by the following document that he was sometimes pleased to take them 


under his protection. That they were ill-treated by the lower orders is indicated 
by the same instrument.” 


The text, of which he gives the translation, reproduced below, is to be 
found on p. 33, and is as follows: 


Semper dileximus vos multum et 
jura et libertates vostras bene observari fecimus, unde credimus vos nos specialiter 
diligere et ea quw ad honorem nostrum et pacem et tranquillitatem terre nostre 
cederent libenter velle procurare. Verum cum sciatis quod Judei in speciali protec- 
tione nostra sint, miramur quod Judeis in civitate Londonensi morantibus malam 
fieri sustinetis, cum id manifeste sit contra pacem regni et terre nostre tranquilli- 
tatem. Tanto quidem inde magis miramur et movemur quia alii Judei per Angliam 
ubicunque moram fecerint, exoeptis illis qui sunt in villa vestra in bona pace con- 
sistunt nec id tantum duximus pro Judeis, imo pro pace nostra, quia si cuidam cani 
pacem nostram dediximus, deberet inviolabiliter observari ; decetero autem Judeos in 
eivitate Londini morantes vestre commitimus oustodie, ut si quis eis malum facere 
attentaverit, vos universaliter eis subsidium facientes eos defendatis; vestris enim 
manibus Corum sanguinem amodo requiremus, si forte per defectum vestri aliquid 
mali eis acciderit, quod absit, scimus enim bene quod per fatuos ville et non per 
discretos hujusmodi eveniunt, et deberint discreti fatuorum stultitiam compescere, 
Teste me ipso apud Montem Fortem, xxix die Julii.

The King to the Mayor and Barons of London, etc. We have always loved you 
much, and have caused your rights and liberties to be well observed ; hence we infer 
that you especially love us, and voluntarily desire to do those things which tend to 
our honour, and to the peace and tranquillity of our kingdom. But when you know 
that the Jews are under our special protection, we indeed marvel that you have 
allowed mischief to be done to the Jews dwelling in the City of London, such being 
manifestly against the peace and tranquillity of our realm ; and we are so much the 
more astonished and concerned thereat, because the other Jews throughout England, 
wheresoever they dwell, excepting those in your city, are in perfect peace. Nor do 
we notice this on account of the Jews only, but also for our own quiet, because if 
we had granted our protection to a dog, it ought to be inviolably observed. Hence- 
forth, however, we commit the Jews dwelling in London to your custody, andifany 
one shall attempt to harm them, you may always defend and assist them; for, in 
future, at your hands we will require their blood,if perchance, by your default, any 
evil happen to them, which Heaven forfend ; for we well know that things of this 
sort do occur through the foolish people of the town, and not through the discreet 


by whom the folly of the foolish ought to be restrained. Witness ourself at Mont- 
fort, on the 29th day of July. 


WINE IN JEWISH CEREMONY. 


On Sunday last, at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Societ 
Mr. Israel Abrahams, M.A., read a very interesting Paper on “ Wine in Jewis 
Ceremony.” There was a large attendance. Dr. A. ASHER presided. 

Mr, ABRAHAMS explained that he presented his remarks in the form of notes 
as he had made no attempt at systematising his conclusions. Wine, according to 
Maimonides, might wisely be employed as food in moderation, but the conduct of 

men who formed parties for the mere purpose of drinking wine together was more 
disgraceful than the behaviour of those who outrage the feelings of public decency. 
A Talmudic tradition identified the forbidden tree with the vine, and it was possible 
to explain some of the Jewish customs on that supposition ; e.g. the expression “ for 
life!” used when two Jews are taking wine. ™ former times, as may be seen 
from the Bible and from the Talmud, it was customary with the Jews, as among 
other people,to employ wine as an ingredient of the mourner’s meal (773 NTNYD)- 
This rite had been abolished, and the lecturer explained the change as due to the 
abuse to which the custom was obviously liable. Some curious points of resem- 
blance were indicated between Jewish and Brahmin funeral rites,and Mr. Abra- 
hams suggested a similar origin for the introduction of 59497) 3107. In support 
of these views several interesting passages were quoted from the Jerusalem 
Talmud. ‘The Purim festivities were treated of briefly and the Rabbis defended 
against the charge of drunkenness. It was not of drunkards that one would expect 
the aphorism: “ There are three whom the Holy One loves. The man who does not 
lose his temper, the man who dces not get drunk, the man who does not stand upon 
his dignity ’’ (Pesachim 11 b.). The lecturer then turned to the connection between 
Jewish and Christian wine ceremonies, and expluined the origin of some details in 
the Eucharistic celebration as ¢.g., the dilution of the wine, and its colour. The 
origin of the blood-accusation was traced partly to the dangerous character of the 
metaphorical language used by the Fathers of the Church in speaking of the Com- 
munion. Symbolical explanations of Jewish ceremonies were, the lecturer thought, 
not to be encouraged. Symbols were sure evidence of decay in faith ; Judaism 
being at the present day burdened with a weight of symbols unto which it was 
not born. The assignment of symbolical meanings to ceremonies was often due to 
a desire to explain somehow customs of which the real meaning was unknown or 
forgotten. Returning to the Passover wine-customs, Mr. Abrahams discussed the 
four cups of wine, assigning among other grounds for the choice of that number an 
attempt on the part of the Rabbis to defy the popular prejudice against even 
numbers. “ Elijah’s cup” of the Passover was, the lecturer contended, really 
meant for Elijah, and the door was opened to admit the expected harbinger of the 
Messiah, The verses 419m Tinw had nothing to do with opening the door, and 
there was no ground for assertirg that the earlicr part of the service was hurried 
through. Mr, Abrahams contrasted the Jewish use of wine in sacrifice with the 
similar use in other religious systems. Wine is common to most sacrificial rites 
and the creator of the vine is always (except in Judaism) treated as a special 
divinity. The Greek priests regarded itas their duty to indulge excessively in wine 
when engaged in worship, while the Jewish priests were forbidden on pain of death 
to minister in a state of intoxication, The cheering effects of wire are several 
times alluded to in the Old Testament, but the ceremonial use of wine was not so 
much the cause,as the manifestation, of joy. Wine was introduced for two opposite 
reasons, (a) Wine is good (+) Wine is an evil. Wine formed an essential part of 
the meal and occupied no position apart from it. Wine was a food—being several 
times so described inthe Talmud. But wine was of all natural products the most 
likely to injure mankind. Hence its use in a semi-religious sense, Mohammed 
acted with the highest unwisdom in forbidding his followers to indulge at all in 
wine. Asa result, the Mahomedans indulge not less than Jews; but the former 
unlike the latter, sin inso indulging. Mr, Abrahams concluded with some remarks 
on the Hebrew wine-literature giving a metrical version of a wine song by Ibn 
Gabirol, which the latter poet philosopher composed circa 1,050, and entitled “ The 
song of Water.’’ 

A very interesting and lengthy discussion ensued in which many took part. 

The Rev, A. Lowy thought that the subject of 7D j” was too important to pass 
without remark, and expressed his opinion that the dislike of wine prepared by non- 
Jews was owing to Persian influence, The speaker referred to some remarkable 
Phoenician tablets which containcd no direct reference to libations, 

Mrs. BooLE agreed with the common-sense explanation of ceremonies, and 
thought that when once the region of metaphor was entered, hopeless confusion 
was the result. 

Mr. ELKAN ADLER, M.A., discussed the 7D) }’ and offered some interesting sug 
gestions on the different wine customs referred to. 

The Rev. IstpoRE HARRIS, the Rev. HerRMANN GOLLANCZ, Messrs; 
JosEPH Levy, A. ABRAHAMS, S,SxHEcuTre, and Dr. GASTER, of Roumania (who 
was loudly cheered), continued the discussion. : 

Dr, FRIEDLANDER thought that symbolism was not necessarily of late origin. 
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He suggested that the }’’ N'3 mentioned in song, meant the Law. 

Dr. ASHER in closing the discussion, gave his views on some points raised, in a 
very interesting speech. He traced the growth of Jewish Minhagim, and offered a 
very amusing instance in the case of a German congregation. He thought that the 
door was opened on the Passover to admit unexpected guests, and that the extra 
wine-cup was placed on the table for the same reason. 

Mr. ABRAHAMS having briefily replied, the meeting concluded with the usual 
votes,

IMMORTALITY. 


— 


Immortality. A Clerical Symposium, (James Nisbet & Co). London, 1885. 


This is a third volume of papers on an important subject, contributed by 
various writers to the Homilectic Magazine. The discussion in this instance is 
opened by the Rev. Prebend ; anyhow, and his arguments form the basis of 
much that is contained in the succeeding papers. Some of Mr. Row’s conten- 
tions are notably disputed by Dr. Hermann Adler. Thus.the assertion of the 
former, that the Old Testament contains no direct affirmation of the existenco. 
of a future state is met by the delegate Chief Rabbi with a direct negative. Some 
of Dr. Adler’s proofs are, we are bound to say, not so convincing as we should 
like them to be. Thus the particular passage in Genesis i, 27, which speaks of 
Man being created in the Divine “image” by no means affirms, as Dr. Adler 
suggests, a survival of the soul after death, much less its immortality. Indeed the 
expression “ Image of God ” is capable of being understood in a sense somewhat 
less than that of “ soul.” Exceptions might reasonably be taken to other proofs 
addressed by Dr. Adler. But it is interesting to note that, in the opinion of more 
than one contributor to the Symposium, he has successfully established his main 
thesis as against Prebendary Row. 

The fact admired by the latter that the belicf in Immortality is never used 
by the Pentateuch in order to afford a sanction to its behests isindisputable. But 
his explanation of the fact is not so unexceptionable. In his opinion “ the belief 
in it (a future state) could not be made to rest on such a foundation of insanity 
as to render it impossible of being used as a moral force.” Dr. Adler’s explana- 
tion is more satisfactory. Temporal recompense is exclusively referred to by the 
Lawgiver becauseit is not the individual, but the nation, that is addressed. Nor 
does Dr. Adler omit to cite the view of Maimonides that in the untutored state of 
the recently emancipated the Hebrews exhortations based on the idea of a future 
state would have been out of place. The Delegate Chief Rabbi, moreover, has 
little difficulty in showing, in opposition to Mr. Row, “ that long before the 
Christian dispensation the belief in immortality was a powerful moral force 
prompting the professiou of Judaism to evince their religious faiths in one of its 
sublimist forms—a willing and gladsome sacrifice of life.’’ 

One of the most singular statements made by Mr. Row is that “ nothing 
affords a stronger proof of the inability of reason a to place the belief ina 
future state on a sure foundation than the position which it occupies in the Scrip- 
tures of the Old Testament.” It would thus appear that in Mr. Row’s opinion 
the Hebrew Scriptures owe their existence to “reason alone ’—that, in other 
words, they are not inspired. Another contributor to the volume, the Rev. J. 
Robinson Gregory, distinctly joins issue with Mr. Row on this point. He speaks 
of the “revelations of God to man” as “including that contained in the Old 
Testament.” We are anxious to know which view represents orthodox Christian 
opinion. Mr. Row finds a doughty antagonist in the Rev. John Page Hopps, the 
Unitarian divine. The former dwells on the full revelation of the truth of 
Immortality which is made in the New Testament. Such a revelation, he thinks, 
was necessary Owing to the inability of reason to demonstrate conclusively the 
truth of the doctrine of a future state; and such a revelation, he adds, was what 
might have been expected. To which Mr. Hopps replies as follows: But what 
is the fact? This very revelation, after a lapse of 1800 years, is only just find- 
ing its way to the human race, the majority of whom know nothing about it. 
And even where it has long been known, thousands upon thousands, and these not 
the worst or least thoughtful of mankind, fail to recognise it as a revelation. 
What was wanted was certainty, says Mr. Row ; and what was given to make us 
certain was the Christian revelation. But has it given us certainty? Has it 
even given certainty to Christendom? If those two great witnesses for God, 
Nature and human nature, are powerless to supply a foundation for belief in a 
future life, and if even the Old Testament, in addition, leaves us still in the 
dark, we are hazarding a tremendous stake in risking our faith upon the bare 
chance of a Christian revelation being the sole guide to a full assurance.”’ 


NEW NOVEL. 

Hidden from the World, A Novel, by A. J, MARKS,in 3 vols, Rivington and 
Co, London, 1885, 


The plot of this novel is not strikingly original, but it is interesting, never- 
theless, and the interest grows as the story proceeds. Nor is there anything 
conventional about the author’s manner. He deserves our gratitude for sparing 
us long pages of description. The dramatis persone walk on to the stage with- 
out any introduction, and we are left to infer their characters from their words 
and acts. Similarly, there are no tedious recitals of family history or monoto- 
nous descriptions of personal appearance. 
the second volume we are not told what even the heroine is like, and then the 
information is given en passant. We only know that the lady is charming 
because of the number of her lovers and their enthusiastic praises of her beauty. 

The hero, Cecil Fernandez, belongs to a Jewish family, and all the troubles 
that overtake him and Lady Winifred Bellair are due to the fact of his not 
daring to marry the latter for fear of drawing upon himself his father’s curse 
for uniting himself with a Christian. But this is all we hear of his Judaism. 
He does not seem to be a conforming Jew, nor does his descent appear to be 
known to his friends. It cannot be said that he does much credit to his race. 
From first to last his moral weakness is painfully apparent. He makes Lady 
Winifred fall madly in love with him, though he knows all the time that he 
cannot marry her. He arranges secret meetings with her which, if discovered, 
must inevitably tarnisa her reputation ; and he does not scruple te use a tissue 
of falsehoods in order to get introduced into her family. It is true the idea of 
adopting this unworthy expedient originates with Lady Winifred, but he carries 
it out. Perhaps, however, it will be said that all is fair in love and war, and 
some allowance, doubtless, must be made for victims of the grand passion. But 
heroes should be above suspicion, at any rate of such avulgar sin as lying. 
Again, when Lady Winifred is married, and finds life miserable beyond endur- 
ance, he proposes that she should elope with him, but when she consents, he 
draws back at the very last moment out of consideration for her. The considera- 
tion is honourable, but the vacillation is despicable. His weakness and selfish- 
ness are still more marked in the latter portion of the work, but we will not

describ e this phase of it for fear of spoiling the reader’s interest by telling 
too much of the story. 

It is due to Mr. Marks to that from first to last thereis no coarse 
word in the book—no slight praise in these days. A novel feature in the story 
is “The Brotherhood.” A number of young men—not milksops, but men of 
the world—young and rich, favoured in every way by fortune, band themselves 
together to relieve misery wherever they may find it. The author is to be 
thanked for the suggestion. There is no idea why “The Brotherhood” should 
be an idea merely ; Mr. Besant’s “ Palace of Delight” has proved to be some- 
thing more than a dream 

The work is evidently the product of an unpractised hand. If it is Mr. 
Marks’s first attempt at a novel it is a bold one, but none the less praiseworth 
because it is so bold. That it has not been an unsuccessful attempt argues muc 
for the writer’s ability. His style, like that of most novices, is crude, but it 
will probably improve with study and practice. There is nothing in his present 
effort to discourage him from making further essays in the field of fiction. 


JEWISH ANNUAL. 


FONT ( Ha-asif. A Hebrew Annual, Second year 1885, Warsaw.) 


Dr. Neubauer recently described the first issue of this successful annual as 
a“ Hebrew Whitaker.” The designation was peculiarly happy. For, like its 
English prototype, Haasif improves as it grows in age, and the present volumsa 
is slendet as great an advance on the previous, as is Whitaker now compared 
with what it was but a few years ago. A mere enumeration of the contents of 
Mr. Sokolow’s highly instructive work would occupy a large portion of our space. 
We must accordingly content ourselves with calling attention toa few of its 
most salient features and to its most prominent characteristics. The volume 
(which contains upwards of 800 closely printed pages), opens with four portraits, 
the celebrities represented being Moise Halevy, (Chief Rabbi of Constantinople) 
R. M. Straschun, Dr. L. Loewe, (of Ramsgate) and the famous Isaac H. Weiss. 
If all four portraits are as good as the third, they are indeed admirably executed. 
We have acalendar for the coming twelvemonths and a succinct account of the 
Jewish doings of the year headed by a French motto, which a glance is suffi- 
cient to identify with a well known passage from George Eliot’s Romola. But 
the quotations from English standard authors, which are evidently first hand, are 
surprisingly frequent. To Bacon is attributed the aphorism “ Knowledge is 
Power” and though this is inaccurate, few Englishmen wou!d have hesitated 
about subscribing to the statement of the writer in Hazsif. We are told in 
fairly good English that “ Delusion miy triumphe, but the triumphe of delusion 
are but for a day,” that some one (we forget who, the mass of matter is so great) 
is “ everg inch a King.” Shakespeare is drawn upon in other passages besides 
this, and though the English poet is introduced in a Hebrew dress, the latter is 
not altogether unpresentable. Indeed, to peruse the volume and to understand all 
its quotations would need a knowledge of Hebrew, Arabic, German, Latin, Greek, 
Russian, Italian, English, French, and possibly of the Egyptian Hieroglyphics. 
But we can reassure our readers so far as to promise them a very large amount 
of information and interesting reading, provided only that they can understand 
Hebrew. 

A very valuable criticism of some of the leading Jewish literary periodicals 
occupies considerably more than one hundred pages. The journals criticall 
described are Hashachar (with which the writer seems altogether dissatisfied, 
though apparently he has hopes for its future) ; the Beth Tulmud (to which Mr. 
Schechter is.an occasional contributor of learned articles ); the Russian Or 
Boker from which some tales are extracted and translated ; the Monatsschrift 


fiir Geschischte und Wissenschaft des Judenthums in the account of which Graetz 


comes in for some very temperate criticism. Like most thoughtful readers, 
the critic finds much to blame, but more to praise. Later on, we come across an 
account of the Italian periodical Vessillo Israelitico. 

The interest in Spinoza which is at the present day the most striking fact 
in philosophy—(an interest which is not quite new among Jewish writers, as the 
works of Joel, Rubin and other attest—)has left its mark on the encyclopeedic 
work before us. Dr. Rubin’s plea for Spinoza is roughly overruled, but in doing 
so the writer translates into Hebrew same passages of the Ethics which go 
far to justify Dr. Rubin’s views. Anent Smolenski and what his critic takes to 
be kis later failings we are favoured with the very apt quotation from Hamlet 
(with the English all correct) ‘“O, what a noble mind is here o’erthrown !?’ 

We would not have it thought that amidst all these learned disquisitions no 
place is found for literature of a lighter character. Collections of aphorisms and 

roverbs original and translated—among the former we come across some 

amiliar friends—poems, lengthy and brief (again, original and translated, amon 
the latter being some well-known verses of Heine) are interposed at intervals 
throughout the volume. In one of these poems we have an explanation of an 
earthquake. Whilst Aristobulus and his rival were contending for the possession 
of the Holy City, the besieged obtained their supplies of clean animals for 
sacrifice from the besiegers. A box was lowered from the walls, and sheep and 
oxen were placed therein by the besiegers in return for the gold which had been 
placed in the novel cattle truck. But once the besiegers played their foes a 
nasty trick, and put in an unclean beast. When the box reached the top of the 
wall, an earthquake shook the town and land, and so the fraud was detected. 
“ No, no,!” cried the watchman who understood the meaning of the shock, when 
he beheld the burden of this box, “ Let them wash you as they will, and cover 
you with gold, you will not deceive ne! A pig you were, and a pig you remain ! 
Once a pig, always a pig!”’ | 

There are several interesting stories—but we must here break off. The 
more we look into the book before us the more are we convinced of its value to 
the student of Hebrew literature. Itis at the same time a marvel of cheapness, 
and the chief difficulty we experience in offering our opinion of its merits is to 
find words to praise it sufficiently, without appearing guilty of the wildest 


exaggeration. 


TALMUD Lexicon.—A correspondent writes: After inquiry made at the proper 
place, I can say with certainty that Dr. Kohut’s complete lexicon of the Targum 
Talmud and the Midrash, in eight volumes, to be published by Mr. Townsend Mac 
Conn, a New York publisher (see Jewish Chronicle of December 4, page 13), is only 
a proposed reprint of the “ Aruch,’”’ which appears at Vienna under Dr. Kohut’s able 
editorship. Four volumes of it have already appeared, and Dr. Kohut, although at 
New York, still continues with his work, which we hope he will soon bring to a 
successful end. 7

AUSTRIA AND THE UNITED STATES.—The diplomatic difficnlty arisin 

the refusal of the Austrian Government to seuelve Mr. Keiley, = United Suter 
Minister, on the ground of his being married to a Jewess, does not yet appear to 
have terminated. The Anstrian Representative at Washington has informed Mr, 
Bayard, Secretary of State, that “the position of a foreign envoy wedded to a 
Jewess by civil marriage would be untenable, and even impossible in Vienna,” Mr. 
Bayard replied that such an objection was without precedent, and it was impossible 
to admit it under the laws and customs of the United States. The President was 
unable to believe that the great family of civilised nations would permit such a 
narrow principle to interrupt their intercourse. Our readers will remember our 
having mentioned, as a proof of the exclusiveness of the Austrian Court, that, at a 
Court ball given last year in Vienna, the wife of a scion of an aristocratic house 
was desired to withdraw because she was a Jewess.
